Yes, Tran-forming!

The City of Sudbury held the 
Sudbury Conference onTelecomniu- 
nications some time ago. The entire 
conference is available at 
www.sudburyrocks.com/broadcast/ 
index.cfm on Real Player. The con- 
ference, as noted above is called 
Tranforming our Communities. At 
first, I took this to mean that our 
mayor wishes the community to be- 
come illiterate; however, after fur- 
ther consideration I took it as an un- 
fortunate type-o. 

The conference was some- 
what interesting but only the first 
step. It seems appropriate and rel- 
evant with the upcoming call centre 
being established in the City Centre 
to discuss what is going on, espe- 
cially with Laurentian University's 
leading-partner involvement con- 
cerning the Sudbury Region Network. 

It was decided about three and 
a half years ago that the need for new 
job creation would be necessary as 
Inco and Falconbridge were obvi- 
ously no longer in a position to offer 
more jobs. In 1983 unemployment 
reached approximately 25% and is 
now roughly 1 1 %, which is still way 
too high. 

The decision was to get in- 
volved with information as the trends 
point that seven in ten new jobs cre- 
ated will be established within the 
information sector. Personnel re- 
quirements have diminished for min- 
eral exploration, development and 
excavation, and manufacturing pos- 
sibilities are minimal due to Sud- 
bury's semi-remote location, thus the 
need for other alternatives have been 
discussed at great length. The origi- 
nal idea, to promote greater retail in 
Sudbury, reached its fruition but has 
limited scope, again because of the 
semi-remote location which provides 
only limited consumer possibilities. 
The final decision was to re-wire 
Sudbury for what's known as the 
information age - which seems to be 
passing by quickly for a scarier cy- 
bernetics age. 

The City of Sudbury began 
partnering with Sudbury Hydro, 
FcdNor, AT&T Canada and Cisco 
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A happy mayor 



(to name a few of the key players) in 
developing sureNet. SureNet is the 
new digital high-speed redundant 
network that uses Asynchronous 
Transfer Mode switching system — 
not Automated Teller Machine, as 
the goons in the Microcomputer Cen- 
tre were trying to tell me — and a 
large ambiguous broadband which 
connects the city with fibre -optic ca- 
ble. Reportedly, there isn't a busi- 
ness in Sudbury more than 800 me- 
tres away from the broadband, which 
ensures fast access to the information 
highway. 

Though accessing information 
is important, the high speed 0C3, 
which runs at 155 megabytes per 
second (as compared to normal mo- 
dems which can transfer data at a 
mere 56 kilobytes), will primarily be 
used for real time video and voice 
conferencing. With the speed and 
reliability of a system such as sureNet, 
it is no wonder why call centres are 
suddenly knocking on Sudbury's 
door, interested in setting up data 
communication businesses. 

One call centre from Teletech 
Canada, a subsidiary of call centre- 
giant Teletech Holdings from Denver 
Colorado, is ready to go in downtown 
Sudbury's City Centre. The call cen- 
tre is expected to initially generate 
three hundred new jobs widi a long 
term projection of seven hundred fifty 
jobs in mind. Forty thousand feet of 
unused second level floor in the City 
Centre has been leased to Teletech. 

Teletech is gaining in popu- 
larity around the world with call cen-. 
tres set up throughout North and South 
America, New Zealand and some of 
Europe. Recently, Teletech pur- 
chased CYGNUS, a telecommunica- 
tions company that specializes in 
conferencing hardware solutions. 
CEO Kenneth D. Tuchman com- 
mented that the acquisition of 
CYGNUS would greatly improve the 
quality of service delivered to the 
"customer management care" sec- 
tors of Teletech. This is just a nice 
term for "call centre". 

Niagara Falls has a call centre 
owned by Teletech Canada. Soon 



they are expected to be the largest 
employer in that city, with something 
like 3000 employees. 

Though opfwsition to call cen- 
tres is based on the quality of jobs that 
these centres provide, ex premier of 
New Brunswick and call centre king, 
Frank McKenna, claims that even 
though the first few jobs offered are 
lower pay ing jobs, high positions and 
high paying jobs are only around the 
comer. In New Brunswick, McKenna 
claims that there are several jobs that 
require a college and university de- 
gree to handle the extremely com- 
plex data structure of some jobs. 
These jobs pay well and make higher 
education still worth while. 

McKenna's support for Sud- 
bury's sureNet and the move into 
information exchange was apparent 
during the summer's Conference on 
Telecommunications, as he supports 
technology , claiming that "You can't 
stop change and most of it's for the 
better." McKenna also commented 
that, "For years, I think we've de- 
voted too much of our energy to stop 
mechanical harvesters in the forest, 
or technological change in the mills. 
With globalization you can't stop that 
because quite frankly, then your in- 
dustry is dead and you have no jobs at 
all." 

Apparently clear cutting for- 
ests is fine, since we can't do any- 
thing about it, and offering people 
jobs that make them suicidal is fine as 
well. 

The numbers given by other 
call centres of similar nature look 
good on the surface but skepticism 
arises from the distribution of the 
money. The average salary of all 
workers combined equates to roughly 
$34,400. This, however does not 
present itself truthfully, as there will 
undoubtedly be some higher paying 
jobs and some lower. This, in effect, 
will create some very low paying 
jobs, probably only slightly above 
minimum wage. 

Despite the probable low-in- 
come factor, Mayor Jim Gordon is 
pleased with the results of his sureNet. 
At least three hundred jobs are guar- 



anteed, with another four hundred fifty 
reported by Teletech to be coming 
soon, not to mention the other two 
possible centres coming in, with at 
least five hundred jobs each. It looks 
as though Mayor Gordon's plan to 
move Sudbury into the telecommuni- 
cations market will be successful, es- 
pecially if all of the proposed deals 
come our way. 1750 new jobs is 
nothing to sneer at, especially consid- 
ering that this could potentially bring 
unemployment down considerably. 

The question isn't the number 
of jobs. Certainly new call centres will 
lower unemployment. The question is 
the quality of jobs and the economic 
wealth that it will bring to Sudbury. 
Most of the profit will most likely 
head south, as Teletech Holdings Inc. 
is an American based company. De- 
spite this, the average employee may 
or may not be happy with lower pay- 
ing jobs. At least these are jobs, right? 

Either way, Gordon has stuck 
with his decision. Right from the 
beginning he believed, "that the future 
is telecommunications... the prize is 
there to the community that gets there 
first." Since the statement, Gordon 
has stuck by his guns and followed the 
path that he and his council chose. At 
the very least, you have to admit that 
this is an admirable trait and unusual 
in a politician. 

Diane Marleau is also excited 
and commented that "We have the 
technology". She sees the relevance 
of sureNet in a different light. She 
claims that people will be "accessing 
the US through us." 

The money for this project has 
come from various places including 
six million from public and private 
investing, one million from Telecom- 
munications Access Partnership, and 
recently an additional three hundred 
thousand dollars have been added to 
that figure from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The city also believes that 
sureNet will have a positive impact on 
already established local business. 
Though I don't know why the Poet's 
Pantry would need high-speed internet 
connections, I'm sure that for many 



research based businesses, as well 
as educational facilities will find 
this an extremely handy tool, espe- 
cially with such huge bandwidth. 

The most curious thing that 
the City of Sudbury wants to do is 
place information kiosks in various 
locations. This will likely reduce a 
few jobs in the area, as many serv- 
ices can be performed online in- 
stead of with a teller; however, we 
already know that people are be- 
coming obsolete. No fear, they can 
all get jobs at the call centres, espe- 
cially with their qualifications. 

So, who benefits the most? 
To tell you the tnith, it looks like 
Sudbury Hydro. They have a huge 
stake in the broadband. They will 
be leasing some of the bandwidth to 
local internet service providers as 
well as collect on other leasing rights. 
This will give Sudbury Hydro an 
upper hand if and when open market 
hydro poses a threat by diversifying 
their services. When you own the 
fibre-optic key to Sudbury's future 
and that future is looking bright, the 
familiar cha-ching sound should 
come pounding through the virtual 
cash-register. But we really know 
that the money will be direct-depos- 
ited. 

To sum up, it would seem 
that the Sudbury Regional Network 
is a very impressive and powerful 
piece of technology. In terms of 
sureNet, there isn't much argument 
that this network is good to have in 
the city and surrounding area. That 
isn't the debate. The debate is 
whether or not we want call centres 
to be the central employment op- 
portunity. Though it is true that 
something needs to be done, is this 
the right direction? Maybe, maybe 
not. Either way, one thing can be 
said: something is being done in an 
attempt to improve Sudbury's con- 
dition. The call centre is downtown, 
which will hopefully re-vitalize the 
city's rotting core. Even if the call 
centre flops with employees, it could 
end up making downtown Sudbury 
flourish once again and many friends 
will be made for this reason alone.

As we come nearer to the February 4 strike vote, 
we have to really think about whether we as Laurentian 
students want to do it. Today I would like to suggest 
that yes, it is the right thing to do. 

Over the years, students at Laurentian have 
taken it on the chin, big time. As you may already 
know, Laurentian students are paying over 1 50% more 
for tuition than we were ten years ago. 1 50%, what a 
huge sum, and to make it worse, OSAP has went up. In 
fact, OSAP has become more difficult to get as well as 
becoming more restrictive around granting students the 
right to work and raise a little extra money without 
financial penalty. 

After all of these attacks to accessibility, we 
face another tuition hike. This time it is different. 
While we have seen former attacks to accessibility 
come from the government, this hike could come from 
this very campus. This year, our Board of Governors 
have been given the power to raise tuition. 

In the past, students have protested quite a bit at 
Laurentian. Every year that I have been here, I have 
seen (and participated in) rallies, sit-ins, and petition 
signings to try to bring back accessible education to 
Laurentian. While it felt good to have our voice heard, 
it was also frustrating. We knew that there was little 
chance that the powers that be down in Toronto would 
give a damn what students said up here. This year, with 
the decision makers on our own campus, it could be 
different. While they are expecting us as students to 
hold rallies, etc. what if we actually showed them that 
we really had power? 

What would actually happen if the administra- 
tion here at Laurentian actually knew that we felt so 
strongly about a tuition freeze that we were willing to 
leave class for one day. So strong that we were willing 
to disrupt things on campus for one day. Would it make 
a difference? I can't answer that question, but I know 
that there is only one way to find out. 

Those of us proposing a strike are asking for one 
day from everyone. No one is asking for you to damage 
your education. We understand that since you are 
paying for this, you probably want to be here. All we 
are suggesting is that all of us take one day to make a 
stand. One day to show all listening that you will not 
take bullshit forever. Will it make us win this year? 
Maybe. One thing is for certain though, if we vote yes 
and withdraw our presence for one day, never again 
will they look at the students as the only people on this 
campus that can be pushed around on a yearly basis. 

So please vote yes. Vote yes to walking with 
your fellow students and for changing forever the way 
we are looked at around Laurentian and around the 
province.

I agree that we as students must do something to 
let the Board of Governors realize that they can not 
continuously keep raising our tuition, but as a con- 
cerned student, I question whether a Student Strike is 
the best way to exemplify our disgust. Following are a 
few points which argue that a student strike is not the 
best way to show the way we feel: 

1) You will miss classes: Obviously, this is the purpose 
of the strike, but how does this affect the board of 
governors, they know as well as I do that sooner or later 
we will come back to school. 

2) Important tests or assignments: Since the date of the 
strike will be directly related to the date/result of the 
vote, professors, lab instructors, etc. will not be able to 
schedule important hand-in dates around the strike, so 
even if you strike, you may miss important tests or 
assignments. 

3) Labs, Labs, Labs: As all science students know from 
experience, it is very difficult to rearrange missed 
information in labs. Often times labs are so booked it is 
impossible to catch up or reschedule the missed infor- 
mation. 

4) Significance of the Strike: If the date of the strike is 
after the vote, then the raise in our tuition will already 
have the "nails in the coffin" thus, is it significant/ 
effective that we hold the strike afterthe result, and if we 
do, even if thousands of students strike, what is the 
probability that the board will reverse their decision? 

5) Cost of Strike: Last time I calculated (95-96) it cost 
approximately $ 1 to attend a one hour lecture. Assum- 
ing that you have 3-4 hours of class a day, you could be, 
in a sense, wasting as much as $40 by not attending your 
lectures. 

6) Fourth year Students: Not to point out any particular 
groups, but most of you have thesis on top of a full 
course load. If I remember correctly this is a very busy 
time of the year for you. The last thing you need is a 
strike to interfere with your schedule. 

7) Relevance of Strike: When was the last time a strike 
had a set period, most people hold a strike until their 
demands are met, but we tell the administration that our 
strike will only be a one day protest, thus it may be an 
empty threat. 

8) Participation in Strike: Most other strikes include a 
strong majority of the members involved. So if we, as 
a student body, decide to strike shouldn't we all par- 
take? If only a small group of students decide to strike 
and protest, how effective will the strike be? 

The above postulates are only a few of the 
reasons why I personally question the relevance or 
significance of a strike.

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Elitism in Athiletics: IOC ' 

Many people have called for the resignation of 
Juan Antonio Samaranch after the recent revelation 
that votes for Salt Lake City's bid to host the 2002 
Winter Olympics were purchased. These purchases 
were in the form of benefits such as scholarships and 
free health care to the friends and relatives of interna- 
tional delegates who are entrusted with the responsibil- 
ity of casting votes that will determine a host city for 
the games. Samaranch's role as an administrator of the 
IOC has been questioned because of his apparent 
ignorance of, or complicity in, the selling of votes. 

When it was first announced on November 25th that votes 
had allegedly been purchased, Samaranch reacted by stating 
that he would investigate these events to see if there had been 
any wrongdoing. He went further on December 20th, when after 
some "investigation" it was revealed that six delegates had some 
appearance of impropriety. He recommended that the IOC 
executives vote to see if they should be expelled. Further, 
Samarach proposed that the executive body should vote on a 
plan that would reduce the current number of voting delegates, 
so that corruption could be more easily exposed. 

My question is this: does removing the voice of many, to 
be replaced by the whimpers of a few, adequately control 
corruption? In a word, no. 

The reduction of the current 1 1 5 members would be a 
travesty. The decision making power within a smaller group 
becomes more centralized, and thus, less accountable to the 
public. Smaller groups will become underrepresented, and the 
system becomes less susceptible to outside influences. Restrict- 
ing public influence is something that Samaranch must have 
learned all about during his tenure as one of Franco's underbosses 
in Spain. 

The IOC stripped Jim Thorpe of two gold medals in 1 9 1 2 
for playing semi-professional baseball one summer. This is just 
another example of elitism in organizations like the IOC. Ross 
Rebagliati (a Canadian, appropriately) showed the IOC how to 
take a pill during the last Winter Olympics; so to you Mr. 
Samaranch, I suggest you take a very large valium. 

Sir, as an aficionado of amateur sport everywhere, I 
demand that you withdraw your elitist policies or resign. In the 
end. you only hurt the athletes. Just ask Jim Thorpe...

a) look for main and secondary points 
STEP 6 - Summary

a) write an informal response to the 
ideas presented in the reading.

They have hit 
Sudbury a few times and are hope- 
fully coming back soon. Other than 
being a promotion they also run the 
Hart Brothers School of Wrestling 
which trains guys like Edge to be- 
c o m e 



with his partner 
Christian Cage, 
a.k.a. Christian 
of The Brood. 
Last year Edge 
was supposed to 
wrestle in Sud- 
bury along with 
the rest of the 
ICW but he got 
the call from the WWF and left for the 
big time. Christian had to wait another 
year before entering the WWF as 
Edge 's brother, but in the meantime he 
joined up with Martin Kane, a.k.a. 
Test, as the new Suicide Blondes. Of 
course they lost to The Bushwhackers 
last year in Sudbury, but who was to 
know that in one year they would join 
The Brood and The Corporation. 

These three have to be some of 
the biggest profile Canadians, but 
McMahon has hired more than just 
these three. Val Venis, although said 
to be from Las Vegas, is actually an- 
other Toronto boy along with Tiger 
Ali Singh. Both play down theirCana- 
dian edge to play up the pom star and 
Indian storylines to get fan support or 
hate. 

The Canad ians don ' t stop there . 
Would you believe that one half of 
The Oddities are Canadian? That's 
right, both Kerrgan and Gulga are 
Canadian. Gulga is actually John 
Tenia, a.k.a. Earthquake. So why not 
admit they are Canadian? Maybe 
McMahon is afraid to admit that some 
of his greatest wrestlers are not pure 
blooded "marcans.

He told me there 
were none yet, but soon 
some of their guys would 
be getting air time. Little 
did we know at that time 
Edge, Christian and Test 
would explode onto TV's 
everywhere! 

Owen and Bret Hart 
really brought the Canadian 
angle to the forefront along 
with other proud Canadi- 
ans like The Vachons 
(Butcher and Mad Dog), 
Rick Martel, Dino Bravo, 
The Rougeau Brothers 
and others. In the mid '80's 
there seemed to be a Cana- 
dian rush, but not anywhere 
as big as today. Even a kid 
who appeared on Speakers 
Comer imitating Stone Cold 
and The Undertaker is un- 
der contract as the WWF's 
best personality imitator.

So why is the Canadian con- 
tingency of the WWF so important?

5. Sting vs. Ric Rude. 1 have never been able to find this match again, 
but it was an amazing contest. It is on one of the old WCW pay-per- 
view events and was for the WCW International Championship. Sting 
in the end mistakenly broke Ric Rude's back ending his professional 
wrestling career. Even though the outcome was nasty, the match was 
amazing! 

4. Bret "The Hitman" Hart vs. 'TVIacho Man" Randy Savage. This 
match was on an early edition of Saturday Night's Main Event.

This match was pure technical wrestling 
from the start. This match also started the feud between Macho and 
Honky Tonk Man as he tried to hit on Elizabeth the whole match.

The first 
took place at Wrestlemania 10, another at SimmerSlam '95 and the 
third I cannot find, but 1 am sure it was at another PPV event TTiese 
matches prove why Shawn Michaels has held every title around 
numerous times.

Both have been decorated with 
federation gold, but Muraco's wins 
are much more impressive. Rocky 
battled back and forth for the Inter- 
continental title with both Steve Aus- 
tin and HHH, but Muraco defeated 
triple crown champion Pedro Mo- 
rales to hold the IC strap twice. 
Rocky's IC title reigns were literally 
given to him while Muraco beat the 
best. Both lost their titles to impres- 
sive athletes. Rocky to HHH and 
Muraco to Santana, but Rocky has 
gone on to hold the Heavyweight title 
while Muraco could not beat 
Backlund or Hogan. 

Both have had memorable 
matches that included in one way or 
another Mick Foley. Just this past 



pay-pcr-vicw Rocky de- 
feated Mankind forhis sec- 
ond title reign in an 1 Quit 
match that proved almost 
lethal to Mankind. I will 
never forget the eleventh 
chair shot that split the back 
of Mankind's head. But 
who could ever forget 
Muraco's legendary steel 
cage match against 
Superfly Jimmy Snuka. 
1983, Madison Square 
Gardens. The Magnificent 
(as he was known as then) 
Muraco defended his IC 
title against Snuka and an 
18 year old Mick Foley 
was ringside to see it all. After the 
match Muraco was given the most 
devastating and electrifying move in 
wrestlinghistory.Snukaadministered 
a fly ing body splash off the top of the 
steel cage. I still get chills! 

I think the match would come 
down to finishing moves. Rocky has 
a few great moves including the Cor- 
porate Elbow and his Sidewalk Slam, 
but neither of these are as brutal as 
Muraco's piledriver. In the 70's and 
80's the piledriver was a lethal fin- 
ishing move used only by Muraco, 
Omdorf and a few others. Muraco 
was the first person to perform the 
piledriver with his victim inverted, 
tombstone style. He would always 
point to the announcers on Superstars . 
and dedicate the move to good friend 
Jesse Ventura. Although Rocky's 
moves are great, a piledriver Muraco 
style would finish him off easily. 

I know this match would never 
be able to happen since Muraco has 
been out of the spotlight for almost 
ten years now, but one can only dream. 
I would love to see The Rock vs. The 
Rock. The champions of today are 
nothing like the classic champions. 
Although Rocky is an amazing wres- 
tler, he is just a pebble beside the true 
Rock, Don Muraco!

Inco Expected to Devalue Voisey's Bay 

If the mining giant writes down the value of its Voisey's Bay project, 
it may need new partners and more concessions from the Newfoundland 
government to develop the Labrador nickel mine. Because of low nickel 
prices, money-crunchers have been speculating for months that Inco will 
make an •"extensive" devaluation of its massive nickel, copper, and cobalt 
site in northern Labrador that it bought for a tidy $4.3 billion in 1996. 

The rumours have taken new life with fourth-quarter results for the 
western world's largest nickel producer coming up next month. With 
everyone expecting such a devaluation, readjusting the company's bal- 
ance sheet isn't a big problem. But it offers a strong sign for the company 
that it can no longer go into it alone in Newfoundland. 

"Inco has got to go out and borrow heavily or go and get a new partner 
for the Voisey ' s Bay project," says Clarence Morrison, a market analyst. 
He suggests that Inco should re-examine the idea of forming a consortium 
with its main competitor, Falconbridge Ltd., and others or face the 
possibility of a takeover 

Inco shares traded on the Toronto Stock Exchange at $ 1 7.25 last week, 
down forty cents. Joyce Bish, with Merril Lynch Canada, says the stock 
is already reflecting a writedown in the 50 percent range. That would 
translate into an accounting loss of about $2 billion. 

Newfoundland Premier Brian Tobin has called an early electjoo, 
seekmg a new mandate to take a tough stand with Incoover the Voisey's 
Bay development. 



Canadian Dollar ends Softer, 
but Technically Strong 

The Canadian dollar eased from two-week highs and closed slightly 
softer at C$ 1.5188 ($0.6667) mark, last week. Traders said improved 
Canadian retail sales numbers released in the morning reveal sttong 
domestic fundamentals that set lending support to make the dollar's recent 
slow march firmer. 

Overall, retail sales in Canada rose 1.1 percent in November, beating 
expectations of a 0.9 percent gain, and reversing a 1.7 percent drop in 
October. The numbers point towards underlying sffength fc«- the Canadian 
economy and the local currency, despite a continued slump in commodity 
prices. Canada earlier released improved employment and trade numbers. 

Analysts said that the federal budget to be delivered on February 16 
will, in part, determine the short-term fortunes of the Canadian dollar. The 
upcoming budget is the first of Canada's post-deficit era. Analysts 
estimate that this year's budget surplus will be around C$7 billion

Economists 
and money managers predict that 
these will be the dominant themes on 
world markets this year. 

1 . Risk isn't fun anymore. Risk 
and leverage will get the respect that 
they deserve in 1999. Last year's 
losses were staggering and the losers 
included some of the top names fi- 
nancial institutions. For individual 
investors, it was easy to be just mildly 
interested. When bad news from half 
a world away caused their own port- 
folios to suffer, however, these peo- 
ple became scared. And when that 
happens, people tend to retreat from 
risk and leveraged investments. This 
posture is likely to continue in 1999. 
As evidence, look no further than the 
risk spreads for bonds, which wid- 
ened dramatically in late 1998. 

Abroad, risk is harder than ever to 
measure. Will Boris Yeltsin make it 
through another year? Will the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund's $41 .5 bil- 
lion save-Brazil plan work? With so 
many unknowns, look for money 
flows to "fast-growth" economies to 
stay sluggish. 

Back home, for what seems to be 
the first time in memory, safety, in 
the form of cash dividends, is being 
touted as an investment goal. Utility 
companies, for instance, are being 
suggested for higher allocations be- 
cause of their dividend yields. "What 
you see now is a better balance of 
greed and fear," writes George 
Ganter, a portfolio manager in New 
York. "Risk is getting priced more 
rationally," he says, "and it is likely 
to stay that way through 1999." 

2. Egad! It's e-business. Business 
done on the internet, known generi- 
cally as e-commerce or e-business, 
will continue to expand as well. It's

logical that as the internet grows, so 
to will the efforts to transform web 
users into customers. This is already 
happening; companies like eBay (on- 
line auction services), autobytel.com 
(on-line car buying), and E*Trade 
(on-line stock trading) are at the fore- 
front of the field. The best example is 
Amazon.com, the book, music, and 
video cybermerchant whose stock has 
soared 1,131 percent since its May 
1 997 debut, even though it has never 
made a profit and has a debt-to-eq- 
uity ratio of 844 percent. Investors 
are betting heavily that this trend will 
only grow. 

And that's just the consumer side. 
The real action is in business-to-busi- 
ness e-commerce, a market expected 
to be 10 times larger than consumer 
e-business. Companies like Dell are 
doing billions of dollars in business, 
and other sites selling to business 
users, like VWR Scientific and Sta- 
ples, are growing very quickly. E- 
commerce will make another leap in 
1999 and will continue to alter the 
business landscape for years to come. 
3. Japan and Europe beckon. The 
global game will be slow, but Japan 
and Europe deserve investor atten- 
tion. Japan, as the world's second- 
largest economy, is the key to the 
revival of Asia. The country is hob- 
bled by a dysfunctional banking sys- 
tem and bad loans conservatively 
estimated at $500 billion. But late 
last year, Japanese leaders seemed to 
move in the right direction. Banks 
were approached with an offer of 
massive public funding, and Long 
Term Credit Bank was nationalized. 
The government hopes that by inject- 
ing capital into the bank system, it 
will buy time for them to deal with 
that problem and a slow economy. A 
slow process, perhaps, but Japan still 
has many world-class companies that 
export outstanding products. The 
crisis has enlightened its managerial 
class, which has a new focus on prof- 
its and shareholder concerns. 

Europe, too, is interesting. Eleven 
countries joined together on January 
1 to adopt the new euro currency. 
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Collectively, they'll challenge Japan 
as an economic force. The wild card 
is their loan exposure to emerging 
markets. European banks in 1997 
were saddled with some $600 billion 
in loans to emerging-market coun- 
tries, more than five times American 
exposure, according to Morgan 
Stanley Dean Witter research. But if 
the European Monetary Union takes 
off as planned and Japan's economy 
becomes revitalized, these power- 
houses will provide the first signals 
that world markets are changing and 
that global investment flows may 
change direction. 

4. Tech stocks sizzle on. The 
technology sector will continue to 
cook, led by the internet companies. 
Can Amazon.com and Yahoo! be 
back-to-back Bloomberg 100 
standouts? That may be asking a lot, 
but they surely have a shot. 

Technology is the predominant 
theme in the U.S. economy. The 
internet is the greatest aspect of this 
theme. Case in point: last Novem- 
ber, after AOL announced that it was 
going to merge with Netscape, AOL 
had a market capitalization of $41 .43 
billion and was trading at 162 times 
1999 estimated earnings. The sky- 
high valuation incorporates the huge 
promise of the internet. 

"You have to treat the internet like 
a gold rush," says Brent Halliburton, 
president of an American consulting 
firm. "Companies like Cisco that 
provide the infrastructure of the web 
will do well. And companies that are 
first in a large marketplace, like Ya- 
hoo!, should strike gold." With PC 
prices falling and people all over the 
world starved for web access, you've 
got a recipe for explosive growth. 

5. Think small. Small-cap stocks 
have disappointed for years. But if 
you want to change that risk-reward 
characteristic of your portfolio in 
1999, small caps may be the ticket. 
The argument? Investors have placed 
a premium on size and liquidity in the 
past few years, so larger capitaliza- 
tion stocks now carry extremely high 
price-to-eamings ratios. Near the 
end of 1 998, the S&P .500 carried a P/ 
E ratio of 24.7, along with a puny 
dividend yield of 1.38 percent. In 
contrast, the Russell carried an aver- 
age P/E of 22.2. High-priced shares 
of U.S. multinationals have been hurt 
by the global slowdown, and many 
experts are warning that their earn- 
ings will fail to meet analysts' expec- 
tations. 

In the current scenario, large caps 
have a riskier business profile be- 
cause of their international exposure. 
Small-cap companies, on the other 
hand, typically do most of their busi- 
ness in the U.S. So if you believe that 
the North American economy is fun- 
damentally strong, small caps should 
be your investment of choice. In 
1 999, the risk-reward argument seems 
tilted in favour of small caps. Inves- 
tors will rediscover that small caps 
help a portfolio maximize growth 
with relatively little risk.

En 1995, le Canada a importe pour 
597 millions de dollars de 
marchandises, principalement des 
textiles, des chaussures et des arti- 
cles de caoutchouc. Lesentreprises 
quebecoises et canadiennes sont 
desireuses de s'implanter 
davantage sur ce marche.

II y une semaine, le 
regroupement anglophone Alliance 
Quebec a tenu bon sur une promesse 
d'amener la questions des soins de 
sante en anglais devant les tribunaux.

Lightning Strikes Twice for Basketball Vees

January has been a tough 
month for the Vees. They have been 
on the road for the past three week- 
ends and leave Thursday for Bish- 
op's University. Over this past week- 
end the miles finally caught up to the 
Vees and they lost their first game of 
the season to Ryerson on Friday night. 

Coach PeterCampbell credits 
the loss to the Vees inability to deal 
with Ryerson's athleticism, com- 
menting: "I don't think we executed 
well over the course of the two games, 
and certainly on Friday night we 
didn't make use of our press break to 
deal with Ryerson's pressure, and We 
knew that they were very athletic, 
and if we got in an athletic game with 
them we might be in trouble. . . but as 
badly as we played, and we played 



poorly, we had the opportunity to win 
both games, we just couldn't close it 
out." 

Despite the fact that the team 
turned the ball over a lot more than 
usual, they managed to keep it close. 
They actually might have been able 
to pull the game out but their foul 
shooting was inconsistent (three for 
ten in the first halO and they eventu- 
ally lost by a score of 70-67. The 
leading scorers for the Vees were #35 
Ted Donglemans with sixteen points; 
#21 Dwayne Burton with fifteen 
points and #23 Kevin Gordon also 
scored in double digits, netting a total 
of thirteen points. The loss dropped 
the Vees to 8- 1 on the season. 

On Saturday they were unable 
to turn their play around and lost their 
second consecutive game. The loss 
lowers the team's season record to 8- 



2, and will most likely drop them out 
of the CIAU top ten. Dwayne Burton 
was the top point producer for the 
Vees, scoring a total of fourteen 
points. "Flash" Gordon also contrib- 
uted as he matched his total of thir- 
teen from the game before. The back- 
bone of the team's offense, leading 
scorer Ted Donglemans fouled out 
with four minutes to go. He netted a 
total of eight points but early foul 
trouble kept him from contributing 
his usual number of points. 

When asked about what he 
plans to do to turn the Vees game 
around Coach Campbell said "we are 
going to take a day off today [Mon- 
day] for sure, and then we are going 
to meet tomorrow and talk about some 
of the things that happened this week- 
end. . . We are going to shake up the 
starting line-up on Friday." 



When asked about his plans to 
deal with the ineffectiveness of the 
team's press break. Coach Campbell 
added: "We are going to run it [the 
press break], I mean when we ran the 
press break it was very effective. 
When people broke to where they 
were supposed to be; when we pa:vsed 
the ball instead of dribbling the ball 
we got a variety of good choices 
against Ryerson. Some easy choices 
and some easy baskets. When we 
chose to put the ball on the floor and 
tried to dribble through the pressure, 
we turned it over. It's just a matter of 
going back and drilling in that if you 
do it the way you are supposed to do 
it, it works." 

Hopefully by the time they 
play Bishop's on Friday they will 
have heard the preaching of their 
coach. Good luck guys!

Both sides of the LU Track 
squad competed at the McGill Team 
Challenge this weekend. The meet 
was highlighted by personal bests for 
the Vees and Lady Vees. 

Jennifer Scott led the Lady 
Vees, recording a personal best in the 
three-hundred metre event. Her 46. 46 
result claimed a thirteenth place fin- 
ish for LU. Erin Kennedy recorded 
the highest overall placement, finish- 
ing tenth in the one-thousand metre 
eventwithatimeof3:20.74. Caroline 
Shilihan and Krista Bolyea both ran 
the fifteen-hundred metre event for 
the Lady Vees. Shilihan finished 
fifteenth with a time of 5: 19.39, and 
Bolyea placed seventeenth with a time 
of 5:23.66. 

The men's side was led by 
Aaron Prieur, who won the fifteen- 
hundred metre race with a time of 
3:59.19.

When the interview began 
Stephanie seemed cautious, as if she 
was sizing up the situation looking 
for an advantage or sign of weakness 
on my part.

The Volleyball Vees had the 
opportunity to hand the University of 
Toronto Varsity Blues their first loss 
of the season at Ben Avery on Sun- 
day, but they came up short, losing 
the match 3- 1 .

In the first game, the Vees 
dominated and won the set in short 
order. The second game showed why 
Toronto has not suffered a loss, as 
^^ they came from behind to beat the 

Vees. 

In the third game, Laurentian 
again got off to an early lead after a 
serve by Adam Marolt. The Vees 
then lost possession on a Toronto 
sideout. Both teams then had the 
opportunity to score, but neither could 
capitalize after consecutive sideouts. 
The Vees scored their second point a 
few minutes later, after Arseneau got 
the ball back to LU when he recorded 
a kill. It was his turn to serve, and he 
t-- then scored an ace. 

The first Toronto point came 
shortly after that, on a Nico Rowinski 
serve. On his next serve, Dan Pilon 
made a nice block and stopped the 
Blues before they could record point 
number two. 

Toronto finally tied the game 



a few plays later on a serve by Dennis 
Cerovac. The Vees took a go ahead 
point two plays later on a serve by 
Dan Pilon. He put the ball deep in the 
Blues' side of the court, and after a 
long rally U of T attempted a return, 
but the ball went out. 

Toronto recorded three con- 
secutive points on the next plays, 
after serves by Paul Moran. They 
then lost possession, but got it back 
on the following play. Chris Pigott 
then recorded two more points for the 
visitors, the second coming on a ball 
that Jon Hogg tried to dig for, but was 
unplayable. Fortunately for the Vees, 
Pigott lost the serve on a sideout right 
after that. 

Serge Lesperance took back 
two quick points for the Vees, leav- 
ing them down by two. The first 
point was almost snubbed by Cerovac, 
who made a nice dig to keep the ball 
in play. It was fortunate for the Vees 
that Pigott hit the ball loo hard and it 
went out. 

Andrew Esteves was the next 
player to record a point for the Blues 
after losses of possession by both 
teams. He was stopped short on the 
next serve by Pilon, who smashed the 
ball into Toronto's end. Cerovac 
tried to dig for it, but he only suc- 
ceeded in putting the ball out of 
bounds. 

The next point was recorded 



by Toronto when Cerovac again got 
a turn to serve. LU then forced a 
sideout, but they could not capitalize 
on the next serve. Unfortunately, it 
was Paul Moran who recorded the 
tenth Toronto point on his serve. 

The Vees rallied to tie the 
game 13- 13, but the Blues went on to 
win the game 15-13 after Cerovac 
recorded consecutive points. 

In the fourth and final game, it 
was Laurentian that would again score 
first. This point came on an ace by 
Michael Kowal. He then lost the ball 
on a sideout. The Blues answered 
back immediately, when Micheal 
Slean took a point on his serve. For- 
tunately, the Vees stopped the bleed- 
ing there, but it was only temporary. 

After a sideout by both teams, 
Rowinski got his chance to serve the 
ball for U of T. He was lucky because 
his first point barely made it over the 
net, but it counted for a point. He 
recorded another, then another on a 
ball that I am sure was out. He scored 
another after that, but was finally 
stopped. The score was 5-1 Toronto. 

Liam Mucklow recorded point 
number two for LU, and his pal Alain 
Arseneau would record another after 
a pair of sideouts.

After another exchange of 
sideouts, Moran got another chance 



to serve for the Blues. He would 
record four consecutive points, most 
coming on tips and roll shots that the 
Vees were struggling with. Shots 
such as these were giving LU's back 
court problems all match, but this 
was the final nail in the coffin. The 
Vees would only record one more 
point before losing the game 15-4. 

After the match, Coach Kit 
Lefroy described Laurentian's op- 
ponent: "They ran the ball better 
than we did today. They will prob- 
ably go 12-0 on the season, but we 
proved that when we play our best 
we can play right along with them. 
We dominated the first game, but 
petered out later because we lost 
focus. This team [Toronto] likes to 
trash talk, and it did upset some of us. 
The game was very highly emo- 
tional." 

Coach Lefroy commented on 
the playoff picture as he sees it: 
"These [upcoming] games with 
Queen's are important. If we win 
both and York loses, we come in 
third. It would have been good to 
pick up one off of Toronto and finish 
3-0." 

Serge Lesperance picked up 
seventeen kills, seven digs, and five 
solo blocks. He was named LU 
Player of the Game, and would later 
go on to become the LU Male Ath- 
lete of the Week. After the game 



Lesperance described U of T as: 
"strong and determined." 

He went on to say that: "This 
was the first time we've picked up a 
set off of Toronto in four years, so we 
we're definitely fired up. UofTwas 
strong with the roll and tip shots, and 
they try to work [a team] on all levels. 
We haven't seen a lot of those shots 
this season, but we adjusted well and 
tried to run a fast offense. We worked 
the ball as best we could on the out- 
side and in the middle as well."
